| sent a copy of your complaint to the town, butdneeceived no response.
ANALYSIS

Any person may inspect and copy the public recofdsy public agency, except as
provided in section 4 of the Access to Public Rdsdkct. Ind. Code 5-14-3-3(a). There are no
exemptions in section 4 of the APRA for the recdidg you seek. A certificate of insurance
would be a disclosable public record. Therefdne, Town'’s failure to provide you a copy of the
certificate of insurance is a denial of access utite Access to Public Records Act. This denial
is actionable under IC 5-14-3-9(e).



CONCLUSION
For the foregoing reasons, | find that the TowiGoffith violated the Access to Public
Records Act by refusing to give you a copy of tediticate of insurance. This denial is
actionable under IC 5-14-3-9(e).
